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SUBJECT: CIEC - ARRANGEMENTS EOR MINISTERIAL 

1. THIS MESSAGE REPORTS THE CURRENT STATUS OE SOME 
KEY ARRANGEMENTS EOR THE CIEC MINISTERIAL. 

2. SEATING ARRANGEMENTS AT MINISTERIAL: AFTER SOME 
DISCUSSIONS WITH CANADIANS AND GUITTON WE ARE TOLD 
U.S. CAN HAVE TWELVE SEATS. ONE AT THE TABLE, TWO 
BEHIND THIS, THREE OR LOUR MORE IN THIRD TIER, AND 
REMAINDER SCATTERED ELSEWHERE IN ROOM. GENERALLY 
SPEAKING, NATIONAL DELEGATIONS ARE TO HAVE SIX SEATS 
(ONE AT TABLE), BUT SECRETARIAT AND CANADIANS RECOGNIZE 
THAT SOME DELEGATIONS, LIKE OURSELVES, MUST HAVE MORE. 

PLANS ENVISAGE 20 SEATS FOR EC INCLUDE TWO AT TABLE. 

SINCE SPACES AT TABLE ARE LIMITED, COMMISSION CO- 
CHAIRMEN WILL NOT BE THERE, BUT WILL HAVE TO BE 
ACCOMMODATED WITH THEIR OWN DELEGATIONS. SPACE IN 
THIS CONEERENCE WILL BE MORE LIMITED THAN IN DECEMBER 
1975 MINISTERIAL BECAUSE OF DECISION TO HAVE 
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REPRESENTATIVES OE INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS WHICH 
ARE OEFICIAL OBSERVERS INCLUDED IN ROOM. UN SECRETARY 
GENERAL WILL BE AT TABLE WITH RIGHT TO SPEAK AND 
ACCOMPANIED BY TWO OBSERVERS. REPRESENTATIVES OE OTHER 
ELEVEN INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS WILL BE GIVEN 
PLACES AT ONE OE TWO TABLES (APART PROM PRINCIPAL 
TABLE). THEY WILL NOT HAVE RIGHT TO SPEAK AND WILL 
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COME WITHOUT AIDES. 

3. ACCESS TO MINISTERIAL MEETING ROOM: ACCESS TO 
MEETING ROOM ITSELE WILL BE BY SPECIAL PASSES WHICH 
HOWEVER WILL BE TRANSEERABLE WITHIN INDIVIDUAL 
DELEGATIONS. MINISTERIAL DISCUSSION WILL BE PIPED INTO 
ANOTHER ROOM AT KLEBER TO WHICH ACCESS EOR DELEGATIONS 
WILL NOT BE LIMITED. 

4. SOCIAL ARRANGEMENTS: CANADIAN AND VENEZUELAN CO- 
CHAIRMEN PLAN LARGE RECEPTION FOR ALL DELEGATIONS FOR 
EVENING OE MAY 31. ERENCH FOREIGN MINISTER HAS ASKED 
THAT TIME LATER IN EVENING BE RESERVED EOR POSSIBLE 
DINNER THAT FRENCH WILL PROBABLY HOST. WE HAVE NO 
EURTHER DETAILS ON THIS. IN ADDITION, CANADIANS 

AND VENEZUELANS MAY PLAN ANOTHER SOCIAL EVENT EVENING OF 
MAY 30, BUT THEIR THINKING HAS NOT DEVELOPED ON THIS. 

SOME DELEGATIONS (E.G., SPANISH) HAVE INDICATED TO 
CANADIANS THEIR DESIRE TO HOST SOME EUNCTION. 

CANADIANS HAVE ASKED THIS BE HELD IN ABEYANCE. 

CANADIANS SAY THAT IE U.S. HAS ANY DESIRES TO HOST 
EUNCTION, THEY WOULD APPRECIATE KNOWING ABOUT IT AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

5. FORMAT AND DURATION OE MINISTERIAL: VENEZUELANS 
HAVE TOLD CANADIANS THEY HOPE OPENING SPEECHES CAN BE 
LIMITED TO STATEMENTS BY TWO CONEERENCE CO-CHAIRMEN 
AND UN SECRETARY GENERAL (LATTER WILL NOT SPEAK AGAIN 
AETER INITIAL INTERVENTION). HOWEVER, CANADIANS AND 
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WE DOUBT OPENING ROUND OE SPEECHES BY MINISTERS CAN BE 
AVOIDED. CANADIANS HOPE AT LEAST UNDERSTANDING CAN BE 
WORKED OUT WHEREBY STATEMENTS MADE AT MEETING WOULD 
EITHER BE SHORT OR DELIVERED IN ENCAPSULATED EORM WITH 
EULL WRITTEN STATEMENTS TABLED EOR RECORD. 

6. FRENCH CEREMONIAL ROLE: DURING APRIL 26-27 CO- 
CHAIRMEN MEETING, FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTER DE GUIRINGAUD 
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IN FRANK CONVERSATION WITH MACEACHEN SAID THAT GISCARD 
WANTED TO ASSOCIATE HIMSELE PERSONALLY WITH CIEC ONLY 
IE MEETING WERE TO BE A SUCCESS. ACCORDINGLY GISCARD 
WOULD NOT ADDRESS MEETING AT ITS OPENING, BUT WOULD 
LIKE TO PARTICIPATE IN CLOSING CEREMONIES IE 
THE MINISTERIAL WERE TO PROVE SUCCESSEUL. DE 
GUIRINGAUD ENVISAGED THAT SERIOUS COMMUNIQUE DRAFTING 
EXERCISE WOULD NOT COME UNTIL FINAL EVENING OF JUNE I 
SO THAT CLOSING CEREMONIES WOULD BE ON JUNE 2. 
MACEACHEN DID NOT COMMENT ON THIS POINT AND CANADIAN 
WORKING LEVEL HERE IS CONCERNED THAT ERENCH MAY BE 
PROCEEDING ON ASSUMPTION THAT MINISTERIAL WILL 
CONTINUE INTO JUNE 2. CANADIANS HAD MENTIONED THIS 
EXCHANGE TO VENEZUELANS WHO SEEMED TO AGREE THAT 
CLOSING CEREMONIES MIGHT NEED TO BE SCHEDULED EOR JUNE 
2, BUT CANADIANS HAVE NOT MENTIONED THIS POSSIBLE 
ISSUE TO ANY OTHER DELEGATION. USDEL HAS TAKEN STRONG 
POSITION THAT WE SEE NO RPT NO NEED FOR MEETING 
EXTENDING TO JUNE 2. 
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7. ACTION REQUESTED: WE WOULD BE GRATEPUL EOR ANY 
GUIDANCE WASHINGTON WISHES TO PROVIDE US ON ANY OF THE 
POREGOING ELEMENTS.
